of  going  to  print  we  have  been  unable  to  get  the  necessary 
building  Licences. 

The  Committee  is  very  concerned  in  regard  to  the  Housing 
of  our  Nursing  Staff. 

In  June  our  President,  Mrs.  David  Levi  held  a  Bazaar  at  her 
Northwood  residence  whhch  was  very  successful  and  realised  over 
£450  towards  a  Children’s  Ward.  Another  Bazaar  at  Chr/istmas 
produced  a  further  £500  for  this  purpose. 

Our  President  suffered  a  severe  accident  which  (incapacitated 
her  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

A  generous  gift  of  garments,  including  Pyjamas  and  other 
items  for  Children  and  Adults,  was  received  from  the  American 
Red  Cross.  This  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  view  of  the 
difficulty  in  purchasing  these  goods. 

On  Whit  Monday  our  Annual  Carnival  and  Fete  was  held  in 
Ravenor  Park,  Greenford. 

As  on  previous  years  the  arrangements  were  made,  and  very 
ably  carried  out,  by  the  Hanwell  Hospital  Carnival  Committee. 
This  work  calls  for  combined  effort  over  a  lengthy  period. 

The  Management  Committee  extends  their  appreciation  to 
all  who  helped. 

Mrs.  Rex  White  has  continued  her  very  efficient  work  in 
connection  wiith  Flag  Days,  and  the  Committee  is  indebted  to  her, 
and  to  the  Hanwell  Townswomens  Guild  who  once  again  gave 
splendid  assistance. 

The  Committee  records  with  most  grateful  thanks  another 
year  of  useful  and  valued  work  by  the  Members  of  the  Ladles 
Linen  League  ijn  providing  and  repairing  the  Hospital  Linen  at 
no  cost  to  the  Hospital. 

Mrs.  Ross  and  the  Ladies  of  the  Tuesday  Sewing  Party  have 
made  up  large  quanties  of  dressings  and  bandages.  This  work 
wh}ich  has  continued  all  through  the  War  has  relieved  Matron  and 
the  Nursing  Staff  of  a  considerable  amount  of  labour  which  would 
otherwise  have  devolved  on  them  at  a  time  when  they  were 
already  overworked. 

Once  again  we  have  to  record  our  thanks  to  the  Consultants 
and  Honorary  Medical  Staff,  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade,  and 
all  voluntary  workers  who  continue  to  give  their  generous  help, 
without  which  the  Hospital  could  not  maintain  its  successful 
record. 

Matron  and  her  Staff  of  Nurses  (Full  and  part  time")  and  the 
Domestic  Staff  and  Gardener  have  continued  to  give  of  thdir 
best.  The  appreciation  of  the  patients  is  proof  of  thelir  success. 


We  have  to  report  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  P. 
Nash.  Mr.  Nash  was  an  active  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  for  22  years  and  was  Hon.  Secretary  for  over 
16  years. 


II.  FINANCE. 

We  regret  that  the  continued  paper  shortage  again  prevents 
u$  from  including  the  usual  list  of  Subscribers,  Donors  and  Box- 
holders.  These  lists  can  be  seen  on  application  to  the  Matron  at 
the  Hospital. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Income  during  the  year  has  declined 
by  nearly  £400  whilst  expenditure  has,  not  unexpectedly,  increased 
by  approximately  £600.  None  the  less  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able 
to  show  a  useful  balance  of  £1,100. 

During  the  year,  the  Ladies  Committee,  under  the  energetic 
leadership  of  our  President,  have  raised  the  magnificent  sum  of 
£1,119  towards  the  proposed  Children’s  Ward  and  other  Capital 
purposes.  This  sum  will  be  found  shown  separately  in  the  Balance 
Sheet. 

Legacies  this  year  total  £991.9.7.  This  is  tjie  largest  total 
under  this  heading  during  the  War. 

We  regret  that  again  a  year  has  elapsed  without  the  possibility 
of  commending  any  of  the  proposed  extensions.  The  Nurse’s 
Home,  Massage  Department  and  Children’s  Ward  are  more  than 
ever  necessary  but  the  urgent  housing  situation  precludes  any 
possibility  of  starting  this  work  in  the  near  future,  much  to  the 
regret  of  the  Committee. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  our  old  friends  continue  to  rally  round 
us  in  a  most  heartening  manner  and  many  new  ones  have  joined 
their  number.  We  are  particularly  grateful  to  all  those,  again 
many  of  them  children,  who  have  contributed  to  the  £1,300  odd 
in  donations.  Many  of  these  donations  were  in  farthings  and  ship 
halfpennies  which  indicate  unremitting  work  and  .interest  on 
behalf  of  the  hospital. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  shows  the  fluctuations 
as  compared  with  last  year.  The  decreases,  unfortunately  are 
chiefly  on  the  Income  side. 

In  the  absence  from  the  Report  of  the  full  lists,  we  feel 
special  mention  should  be  made  of  some  outstanding  4 terns  but 
we  trust  the  omission  of  others  will  not  be  considered  invidious.

Committee  for  the  hard  work  they  have  put  in  during  the  year, 
particularly  in  the  organising  of  another  successful  Fete.  Flag 
Day,  again  organised  by  Mrs.  Rex  White,  with  the  support  of 
the  members  of  the  Townswomen’s  Guild  raised  the  fine  total  of 
£185.  The  £61  raised  by  the  Viaduct  Inn  Dart  Team  must  be  a 
record  of  its  kind  and  this  is  closely  followed  by  a  handsome 
donation  of  £57  from  Ealing  Chamber  of  Commerce.  The 
Broadway  Club  again  figures  well  with  £35.  , 

This  will,  we  hope  be  the  last  occasion  on  which  we  have  to 
mention  the  help  received  from  the  various  A.R.P.  Services  which 
have  fortunately  completed  their  arduous  Voluntary  work.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  War  they  proved  to  be  an  entirely  unexpected  financial 
asset  to  the  Hospital  and  their  enthusiasm  in  this  direction  merits 
our  warmest  praise  and  thanks. 

Many  of  these  activities,  on  winding  up,  have  sent  us  their 
cash  balances,  a  gracious  culmination  of  their  invaluable  work 
in  the  past.  We  would  particularly  mention  Ealing  Common 
Business  Premises  Fire  Watchers  £49;  Brent ‘Hill  Fire  Guard  £40; 
West  Ealing  Broadway  Group  Fire  Watchers  £30;  Deans  Road 
Fire  Watchers  £17;  Wardens  of  Post  H3  £4;  Elthorne  Avenue 
Fire  Guards  £10;  Wharncliffe  Estate  Fire  Guards  £9;  A.RTP. 
Wardens  Post  5  £5;  and  finally  the  Hospital  Firewatchers  them¬ 
selves,  £6. 

Bowling  Clubs  are  still  a  source  of  strength.  Hanwell  Bowling 
Club  sent  us  £41 ;  the  Borough  of  Ealing  Bowls  Tournament 
Association  £35;  Middlesex  County  Bowling  Association  £10;  and 
Brent  Lodge  Bowls  Club  £5. 

Pound  Week  this  year  raised  nearly  £21  in  cash  in  addition 
to  a  large  quantity  of  goods  in  kind. 

Bun  Pence  brought  in  nearly  £15  in  amounts  running  from 
three  pounds  to  one  shilling. 

(Note.  Shillings  and  pence  have  been  omitted  in  above 
amounts  to  save  space). 

Box  Collections  have  reached  a  new  record  of  £539  an  increase 
of  over  £140  on  last  year.  We  are  pleased  to  note  that  a  consider¬ 
able  proportion  of  this  increase  came  from  Greenford. 

Special  mention  must  be  made  of  some  of  the  Hotels,  as 
follows;  The  Kings  Arms  £124.8.9;  Duke  of  York  £33.16.2; 
Prince  William,  £33.13.0;  The  Park  Hotel,  £33.9.3;  Duke  of 
Wellington,  £32.15.0;  The  White  Heart,  Boston  Road,  £24.8.5; 
The  Royal  Victoria,  £15.16.10  and  the  Black  Horse,  £5.11.4.  We 
should  also  mention  the  collection  by  Mr.  Kelly  of  Hanwell 
Horticultural  Society  of  £14.16.9.
